New Brpronn, Mass. . June 20.—Promptig

resumed, and the court-room was packed 
with people long before the case was opened.

bandleless hatchet. The true inwardness of 
the gift was not apparent, and the box was 
not removed from the janitor’s room. 

Miss Borden entered the room at 8:8, and 
Gov. Robinson took a seat beside her and 
the two engaged in conversation until court 
opened. :

But they come here with the cowardly sug- 
gestion that this woman could not tell the 
truth because she had been drugged We 
must judge all facts and circumstances as 
they appear to our common sense and, 
judged by that standard, lassert that that 
story issimply absurd and not within the 
nds of reasonable possibilities. 
THE DRESS WAS CONCEALED. 

Mr. Knowlton argued that the silk dress 
produced by the defendant was not the dress 
worn atthe time ofthe murder as shown by 
Mrs. Churchill, Officers Doherty and Dr. 
Bowen, The search the day of the murder 
was insufficient, but put the defendant on 
her guard, and Saturday’s thorough search 
failed to disciose the dress, therefore, he 
claimed that it was concealed. Paper would 
have protected defendant’s person and burnt 
paper was found in the stove The two ver- 
sions of the burning of defendant’s dress 
were irreconcilabie. Defendant’s conduct 
since then was discussed and Mrs. Reagan’s 
story was declared to be true. The produc- 
tion of g hatchet was no part of the govern- 
ment’s Case, but it wasa part ot its duty to 
produce all it knew bearing on the case. Mr. 
Knowlton reviewed at length the evidence as 
to the handleless hatchet and discussed its 
bearing on the case, A 
nificance of its 1 the wounds and deing 
broken short as if by design. 

After discussing again the matter ofthe 
note, he briefly but powerfully summarized 
his entire argument, ciaiming that the de- 
fense amounted to nothing and closed with 
an eloquent appealtothe jury to decide as 
their consciences shouid direct. The court 
then took a recess until 1:45 p. m. 

Mr. Knowlton’s address was a remarkably 
able one. He made the most of every scrap 
ofevidence and suspicious circumstance in 
the State’s possession, and this effort was in 
marked contrast to the weak plea made hy 
Gov. Robinson for the prisoner.

Murder Case.

LIZZIE BORDEN, 


Pen Picture of the Noted Prisoner as She 
Appears in Oourt. 

NEW YORK, June 20.—A woman who has 
attended the Borden trial since its beginning 
writes a morning paper the following de- 
scription of the noted defendant: This 


New England woman who is legally accused 
of the most brutai murders of the nineteenth 
century, is 5 feet 3 inches in height, and 
weighs about 130 pounds, Even those who 
are most anxious to see her hanged admit 
that she isa ‘‘lady,’’ and that her manner, 
under these very trying circumstances, is 
one not of indifference or bravado, but of 
quiet bt wbich is impressive. 

Lizzie Borden hasa very plain face. Her 
complexion is too colorless and pasty, her 
eyes are too light and china like a biue. The 
eyebrows are long. heavy and triangularly 
arched. The forehead isJow but — and 
it is pleasant to notice thatshe young woman 
still retains enough interest in life to curl 
her front hair. The bangs are evidently 
curled witha hot iron. If the heat of the 
morning session removes the pleasing effect, 
Miss Ligzie curls them again durin the 
‘noon recess. The hair itself is of an indefi- 
nite shade of brown, and is worn in the old- 
fashioned French twist so popular ten or 
fifteen years ago. Where this twist ends 
there is a really pretty curve at the nape of 
the neck, and the little tenarils of haira t 
itemphasize one of this woman’s three at - 
tractive points. The other two are her hands 
and feet. 

She is the best dressed woman in the court- 
room. She has an Irish nose, small and 
slightly tip-tilted ; her ears are large and not 
quite close enough to the head. Above them 
are a few scoiding locks, too short for the 
grasp ofthe curling iron. Her chin and jaw 
are heavy. But ali these features pale into 
insignificance beside her mouth. Itis by no 
means pretty, but there is strength 
in it and character, and just 
now there is infinite pathos. 
In shape itis likeacrescent with the ends 
pointing downward. At first glance the lips 
seem thin, but this is caused by the narrow- 
ness of their light and unhealthy pink bor- 
der. When she speaks her lower jaw drops 
ina peculiar way, and you can see that de- 
yond that border the lips are colorless and 
heavy. The mouth looks best in pi * The 
nervous tension of the woman is shown by a 
frequent moistening of the lips with er 
tongue. The teeth are of medium size and 
are well kept. 

The expression of Lizzie Borden’s face is 
one of the saddest that can be imagined. It 
seems to hope for and ask for nothing. In 
figure Miss Horden is short, but plump, with 
good-sized hips, and the rather heavy gait 
which usually accompanies such a build.

AT BUTLERS MERCY. 


Boss Ed Has the City in an Awkward 
Position. 


The position: of the city as regards the 
garbage question is growing very serious. 
The contracts made with Col. Ed Butler ex- 
pire on July 7 next and to make provision for 
the removal of garbage after that date it 
will be necessary to relet them to someone. 

The ordinance at present in force requires 
that advertisements for bids must be pub- 
lished at least ten days before the day on. 
which the contracts are to be let. As to-day 
is June 20 and Mr. Butler's contract expires 
on July 7, it wil de seen that there is very 
little time left for the Board of Health to 
reach some definite conclusion. 

When the new garbage bill was introduced 
it was hoped thatit would have become a law 
before this and that bids could be advertised 
tor under that instead of tie old ordinance. 

At present the bill has passed the Council 
and is in the hands of the sanitary 
committee of the House of Delegates. 


Shauld that committee see fit to report it to- 
night and the members of thé House are so 
inclined, it might yet become a law in time to 
overcome a great difficulty which presents 
itself. 

That difficulty is this: After July 1, next, 
there is no one compelled to remove the gar- 
bage unless the new contracts are let. To 
let these contracts ten days’ notice for bids 
must be given, and then the contracts when 
let must be for a term of three years. | 

The ssage, then, or the new garbage 
ordinance after these proceedings have taken 
place, even though it has an emergency 
clause, would avail nothing toward remedy- 
Ing the situation. 

The contractslet would be under the old 
ordinance and could not be abrogated by the 
city. They would have torun fora term of 
three years and the new garbage 
bill if passed could not be put into effect de- 
fore that time. When Health Commissioner 
Homan was seen this morning and asked 
what was to be done. he said: 

„1 see nothing to do 
proceed under the old ordinance, 
It looks to me as though the 
city was in deep sea water as regards the 
matter. We had hoped that the new garb- 
age bill would be a law by this time, but as 
we have no assurance that it will pass the 
Ho of Delegates in time to help us out of 
the present difficulty we cannot afford to 
take any chances. 

„The garbage must be removed and I shal 
make all the necessary preparations to ad- 
vertise for bids under the existing ordi- 

ance. 

This probably accounts for the fact that 

Ed Butler, in his inter- 
view. with the SUNDAY PosT-DISPATCH, 
was in a measure inclined to think that the 
new garbage bill would be put to sleep in the 
House of Delegates. There is no one at pres- 
ent prepared to bid against him on the con- 
tracts as they nod stand, and hence he lets 
the Board of Health fret and worry over the 
non-removal of garbage whiie he smiles and 
asks: Gentlemen, what are you going to do 
about it?’’

HE TELLS SOME TERRIELE TALES OF 
SOLITARY CONFIN EIIX T IN PRISON, 


Prisoners Who Have Not Seen Light in 
Years—His Own Alloged Expsrience— 
An Examination of His Condition Will 
Be Made by City Physitians to Deter- 
mine Ris Mental Condition. 


There is a man confined im jail at the Four 
Courts and no one seems to know what to do 
with him. Heisknownas Frank Sprague, 
alias Jas. Herman. He states, however, that 
neither of these is hig right name. He was 
brought from Jefferson City last night by 
Deputy Warden Capt. W. M. Todd and has 
just finished serving a term in the pentten- 
tiary for burglary. It is claimed that he is not 
in his right mind, but Capt. Todd has 
no physician’s certificate to that effect. 
Oart. Todd ealled on Health Commissioner 
Homan to-day, but Dr. Homan will have 
nothing to do with the case unless a certifi- 
cate from a physician is presented to him. 
The jailor has no right to hold the man 
and he cannot be taken back to the peni- 
tentiary, as his term expired yesterday. The 
prisoner denies being insane and his conver- 
sation and actions give no evidence that he 
is. If some action is not taken he will prob- 


ably be liderated dy the jallor and taken 
charge of by the police if he does anything 


to warrant it. 

The 1 efficial did not mention 
any particular hallucination with which Her- 
man was possessed,.and an interview, in 
which Attorney Thomas B. Harvey and 
others questioned the supposed invalid 
failed to establish the fact that Hermanis 
anything but rational. Dr. Priest cecided 
after questidning Herman that he 
would call in another expert on 
insanity to view the cue before 
giving his decision. The most startling 
phase of the case is the announcement made 
by the officer of the penitentiary.

instead of being kept in solitary confinement. 
Herman was sent to the penitentiary from 
St. Louis. Hé was sentenced to serve seven 
years, but got out under the three-quarter 
rule after serving five years. He was impli- 
cated in several burglaries, and when ar- 
raigned pleaded guilty in ome case, the others 
being nolle prosequied. | 

SPRAGUE’S STORY. 

Sprague was seen by a Post- DISPATCH re- 
in all to-day. He ts 50 years old and 
is a man of some education. His 
conversation was veryrational. He served 
five years and seven months in the peni- 
tontiary, having been 
for seven years, and was 
the three-fourths rule. 
that he had spent the whole of his time 
while in the penttentiary in solitary confine- 
ment, with the exception of a few months. 

By solitary “confinement,’’ said he, ‘‘is 
meant that you are kept in a cell night and 
day. The cell is 4 feet wide and 7 
feet long. I could just reach 
the celllng with my hands, 
There areno windows. The door is iattice 
work, but as the door opens on a cor- 
ridor little or no light comes through. 
There is no chair in the cell and only a 
straw mat on the floor to sleep on. That ig, 
a bed-tick with some straw in it, A bucket 
is in the cell to be used for calls of nature, 
which is emptied once in twenty-four 
hours. You are only taken outof the cell 
once in two weeks to be shaved, and are not 
allowed to speak to any body. If you do 
some of your privileges suchas light are 
taken from you. 

When Iwas first putin solitary confine- 
ment, I was for six weeks with no bed, not 
even the straw tick, and had to sleep on the 
floor. I lived on bread and water. I 
was for three months with no light and wore 
chains on my feet. The chains are about 
two feet iong and are rivetted 
on. The chains were left on me for a year. 
Before I was placed in solitary confine- 
ment was for six weeks 
tied, to a post. There are 
large posts in the hall, just big enough that 
you can put your arms around them. 
1 Was put standing up to one 
of those posts with my arms 
around it and my hands hanicuffed on the 
other side., I would be — there early in 
the morning and left there until night when 

would e locked u in the cell, 
I got four ounces of bread oncea day, and 
sometimes I could not get the guard to give 
mea drink of water. That was a prelimi- 
nary step to the solitary confinement. 

„When I had been a year in solitary con- 
finement Warden Morrison, who had taken 
charge had the chains taken off 
of me. In about another year I was taken 
out of solitary confinement, but was put pack 
again in a, few months, and kept 
there until my time was up. The chains were 
put on me when I was put back the second 
time and kept on me for about 
ayear. I was putin solitary confinement 
because I was reported by the foreman vf the 
shop I was put to ork m for 
being impudent. He was called Dutch Henry. 
I don't know his other name. Iwas put to 
work in a saddie-tree shop and 
was not aware of just what 
kind of place I Was in. The second time that 
I was put in solitary confinement was because 
I had some trouble with a guard. One 
of the worst offenses that you can commit is 
to be disrespectful to a guard. 

„There isa man named Johnson who has 
spent ten years in solitary confinement. 

ere was a fire atthe Penitentiary. One of 
the shops Was burned. He was kept seven 
years in solitary confinement for that. He 
was taken out, but about three years ago 
there were some exposures of tne Peniten- 
tiary published in the St. Louts papers. 
Johnson was the author of the stories, and 
was put into solitary confinement and kept 
there ever since. 

There is a man named Blessing who has 
been for five years in “gig confinement. 
There is another man who bas 
three years in chains, and there is a 
ne who is eighteen months in 
solitary confinement. The man that I pitied 
most of all was a man who was in a cell next 
to His name is Charles 
Tabor. He is serving a life sentence. I 
heard him tell another man that he had been

AN EXCITING FIRE.

CHINESE POSTAL SYSTEM. 


How Communication Is Carried On by 
Means of Letter Shops. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 20.—The Chinese 
postal system is unique, according to recent 
information received in Washington. This 
system is very much different from that in 
vogue in the United States. It seems that 


the Chinese have not yet established any 
Government past offices or postal system for 
the masses of the people, though private en- 
terprise has for many years rendered com- 
munication easy between the people in all 
parts of the Empire. This is conducted 
through what are called letter shops. No 
stamps are used, but the ‘‘chop’’ of the 
keeper of the shop is always placed upon the 
envelope. 

Imperial edictsand other dispatches are 
carried from city to city and province 
to province by couriers who are. 
for this country, very expeditious, being in 
some places provided with horses at con- 
venient relay stations. Dispatches are thus 
conveyed in cases of emergency 200 or 250 
miles a day. In districts where horses are 
used, each station master is required to keep 
on band from ten to twenty horses or don- 
keys, and the local official is held responsible 
for all delays that occur. These official 
couriers are not allowed to convey private 
dispatches or letters. 

At the treaty ports ‘‘letter shops’’ are 
used by natives only; but in the interior or 
places not reached by the — stal ar- 
rangements they are employed by foreigners 
as well, Pe chiefly by missionaries. 
These speak well of the — for its seeuri- 
ty, but do not consider it all that could be 
detent as respects quickness of delivery. It 
somewhat resembles our express business, as 
it transmits parcels of moderate size and 
weight. It is said to possess two advantages 
over our Western system—insurance against 
lags and monthly settlement of accounts. 
letters and parcels that are to be 
may be registered and insured. When given 
in at a letter shop“ the contents of an en- 
velope are displayed before it is sealed up 
and stamped with the ‘‘chop’’ of the shop.

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HOW TO TREAT 1818.“ 


In the moderate and rational view of the 
Socialist movement in Germany, which he 
gave to the publio through the SUNDAY 
Post-DisPaAToH, Herr Liebknecht, the 


leader of the German Socialists, remarked: | 


**Those foolish donkeys of Philistines say 
that the discontent was artificially created 
by us. On the contrary Socialism. is the 
product of discontent. If we were all sat-, 
isfied there would be no Socialistic move- 
ment.“ 

These words embody a truth which may 
be regarded as axiomatic and applicable 
not only to Socialism in Germany, but to 
any ‘‘ism’’ inany country which has for 
its object changes in social, industrial and 
governmental systems. The ‘‘foolish 
donkeys’’ who fail to recognize its force 


are not limited to the German Philistines, | 


and the Emperor’s Government is not the 


only one which has blindly built up a} 


radical and powerful revolutionary party 
by blindly persisting in blunders and fail- 
ing to correct the evils which nourish ite 
growth. 

The Philistine method of accounting for 
isms is to charge them all to demagogism. 
There could be no greater mistake. Dem- 
agogism does not create discontent, but is 
created and nourished by it. It exagger- 
ates the causes and misdirects the energies 
of discontent, but is powerless for evil un- 
less it has a basis of wrongs upon which to 
operate. Theonly way to disarm dema- 
gogism and dangerous radicalism is to re- 
move the causes and correct the wrongs 
upon which they flourish. 

The American people, although fortu- 
nate in the possession of the power to cor- 
rect their own wrongs, are not without 
need of the lesson which Socialist Lieb- 


knecht teaches. We are slow in recognfs-. 


ing and dealing with evile and are given to 
treating protests against such wrongs as 
the exploitation of the masses for the 
benefit of rich and powerful interests, 
the excesses of monopoly and the discrim- 
ination of the legislative and judicial

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GARBAGE COLLECTION. 

Health Commissioner Homan reports 
that the garbage contracts now in exist- 
ence are so defective and confusing that 
garbage collection cannot properly be en- 
forced. He urges the adoption of the or- 
dinance now pending in the Municipal 
Assembly which will repeal the present 
contracts and permit the making of new 
ones which will provide for the efficient 
collection of the garbage in every part of 
the city. 

But it has been suggested with good 
reason that in the making of the proposed 
new contracts the city is at the mercy of 
‘Boss Butler of the Sanitary Reduction Co. 
— company alone has the equipment 
necessary to do the work and runs the re- 
‘duction plant. It is not likely that there 
will be opposition in the bidding. When 
the contracts are made the nature of the 
| work enables Mr. Butler to snap his fingers 
at the authorities as he is now doing. 

The city cannot afford to submit to the 
dictates of one contractor or to run any 
risk of delay or inefficiency in the work. 
No. delay is permissible, and effi- 
ciency is of the highest importance. 
the authorities are governed by wise dis- 
cretion they will prepare forall contin- 
gencies. The truth is the work is of so 
important a nature and requires so much 
variation and extension as the needs of the 
city increase and change that it should be 
entirely under municipal control. The 
present contract system is unsatisfactory 
in results and places the city under monop- 
olistio power. 


— 
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THE GERMAN s0CIALISTS. 

In 1871 the German Socialists polled 
124,000 votes, in 1890 1,427,300, and in 1893 
nearly 2,500,000. It is a mistake to sup- 
pose that the leaders of this party are 
demagogues or ruffians. For the most part 
they are men of sound common sense, 
some of them being accomplished scholars, 
artists, scientists and statesmen. The 
party long ago abandoned the force policy 
and now proceeds by constitutional 
methods. The wisdom of this 
shown by the constant and 
steady increase in strength since 
Ferdinand LaSalle organized the working- 
men in 1867 and taught them the elements 
of political economy. The party is opposed 
to war and war lords, advocates universal 
peace and social and voluntary rather 
than imperial and compulsory co-opera- 
tion. There is nothing revolutionary or 
dangerous in their proposals, although 
they have not yet convinced the world 
that their plan of regenerationis the best 
or most feasible. — j 
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THE DANGER TO "HOME RULE. 

The rebellion among the Irish members 
of the House of Commons over the amend- 
ment to the bill forbidding the Irish Legis- 
lature to make laws concerning property 
except in accordance with English prece- 
dent discloses the real question which un- 
derlies the Home Rule agitation and which 
gives vitality to the demand for local self- 
government. 

As originally drafted by the Gladstone 
government the bill prevented any legisla- 
tion on the land question until the lapse of 
five years, after which the Dublin Parlia- 
ment was free to do as it pleased. In this 
provision lurked a menace which the 
absentee owners of the land of Ireland 
were quick to see. They have for centuries 
lived on the toil of the p€asants, con- 
tributed nothing to the welfare of the com- 
munity and spent their revenues any- 
‘where but in Ireland itself, @o far as the 
people were concerned the wealth which 
went to the great titled families might just 
as well have been dumped into the sea, 
11 is to correct this abuse that the Irish 
so eagerly long for local self-government 
with a Parliament or Legislature em- 
powered to correct the abuses of absentee 
landiordism and effect a juster dis- 
tribution of the product of Irish industry. 
But under the amendment as passed last 
week the Dublin body will have no such 
power, The Irish people may legislate 
for themselves in all matters except in 
those which most nearly affect them, 
They can abolish little grievances but the 
great one, which is thé source of many 
others, must be let alone. 

It isnot surprising that the Home Rule 
leaders rebel at these concessions to the 
Tory and reactionary element. They see 
the great boon for whigh they have

Russia's Return.

A delegation representing a large class of 
American citizens has recently appealed to 
Secretary Gresham to beg the Czar to relax 
the edict denying them the privilege of visit- 
ing friends and relatives in Russia.
